These 
companies, the Yelloway and the 
Purple Swan, operate lines be- 
tween Kansas City and St. Louis, 
over United States highway No. 
40. The American Motor Stages, 
Inc., the Midwest Transit Com- 
pany of St. Louis and the Ni-Sun 
lines also operate lines, but have 
no permits. The American and

Midwest companies have applied 
for permits, but their licenses 
have been withheld because the 
commission fixed a rate of $7 as 
the fare from Kansas City to St. 
Louis. These companies are re- 
ported carrying passengers be- 
tween the two points for $4.50. 
The Supreme Court entered the 
picture when North T. Gentry, at- 
torney general of the state, filed an 
ouster suit against the American 
and Midwest - organizations. 
Drivers of unlicensed buses are 
being arrested on orders of prose- 
cuting attorneys in some sections of 
the state.

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TEXAS BUS LINE 
ASKS RATE RISE 


Application Is _ First 
Under Commission 
Control in State 


ALLAS, TEX., Nov. 14 (U. T. 

P. S.).—The first application 
for an increase in rates made by 
bus lines in Texas since these car- 
riers were placed under the con- 
trol of the state Railroad Com- 
mission, has been filed by the 

Texas Motor Coaches, Inc., the 
company operating a fleet of pas- 
senger buses between Dallas and 
Fort Worth, a distance of thirty- 
five miles. 

When the commission took over 
the matter of regulating bus traffic 
and rates a special hearing was held 
at Dallas in connection was the 
lines operating between Dallas and 
Fort Worth. There were several of 
these lines and the hearing resulted 
in their merger. The fare charged 
at the time of the hearing was 
cents per passenger and it 
agreed that this rate would prevail 
until a new schedule was granted 
by the commission. 

The bus line operating between 
Dallas and Fort Worth parallels an 
electric rail line which operates 
cars every fifteen minutes between 


the two cities. The interurban or 
trolley fare from Dallas to Fort 
Worth is 90 cents. The low bus 


fare is due to competition between 
several companies operating before 
the merger. 

The Texas Motor Coaches is now 
asking for a rate of $1.14 between 
Fort Worth and Dallas, an in- 
crease of 344 cents per mile over 
the present rate. The commission 
will hear all parties interested be- 
fore announcing any new rates. 


Bus Test Case in 
Washington Looms 


Olympia, Wash., Nov. 14.—A tem- 
porary restraining order enjoining 
eight motor coach operators from 
running their buses over the new 
Everett-Seattle highway has been 
issued by Judge John M. Wilson of 
the Thurston County Superior 


Court at the instance of John H. 
Dunbar, state attorney general. 
Dunbar asked that the order be 
issued because he found that the 
eight operators involved had plans 


for operating over the new trunk 
line route without first obtaining 
state certificates. The court has 
set November 18 as the time when 


the eight operators shall appear 
here to show cause why the tempo- 
rary restraining order should not 
be made permanent. 

Dunbar acted on behalf of the 
state Department of Public Works, 
which issues the state certificates 
required by law of all Washington 
bus operators, in seeking the re- 


straining order, and for this reason | 


the case will be virtually a test of 
the certificate of necessity law.
